> out of their Reach. ’Tis true, the Mind is nearly ally’d 
© to Matter, andthe Body receives different Imprefhons 
from the various Température of the Air and Climate 
we livein; yet I judge, *tis fomething unphilofophical 
to affign a fingle Caufe in this Cafe, which muft certain- 
ly be as different as the Complexions of the Perfons. I 
fhan’t be dogmatical upon this Point, yet I think the 
Pafhons may more reafonably be afhign’d as the Source of 
Madnefs, and none of the Affeétions ftand fo fair for 
_ the Milchief, as thofe of -Fear and Love, the former, 
_ when its Objeét gives fuch violent Impreffions, that the 
 -apprehenfive Faculty is diforder’d, the latter, when it 
labours either under Difappointment or Defpair , then 
the Perfon concludes, that Happinefs is beyond his 
Reach; and the very Thought of this, fets him a raving, 
- Various other Caufes may joyn their Force in this Mat- 
‘ter, as Dreams, Speétres, and frightful Vifions, thefe 
may be fo cunningly adjufted by Satan, that they thal) 
work with Vehemence on the Fancy, influence and alarm 
| the Paffions, and diforder the Perfon: The Inftance 
/ we obferve from, ftrengthens the Suppofition, the 
Voice of Bedlam makes for us, and almoft univerfal Ob- 
© fervation enforces what we've now advane’d. Some Per- 
> fons form wrong Notions of the Chriftian Religion, as 
> tho’ its Precepts were foure and fevere, and its Duties 
© impraéticable; hence their Doubts and Scruples over- 
> {pread their Reafon, and they run diftraéted. As for 
_ the Affairs of Love, wou'd not Perfons over-rate the 
Creature, and not fix their laft Happinefs where God 


ne’er defign’d it, a Difappointment wou'd be (upported 
with greater Eafe, and a Man might keep his Temp r 
and his Hopes, tho’ his Defires and Detigns were 
baulk’d. The Publick may fhartiy expect a Piece of 
Advice upon this Head from Fob Dunton, it more im- 
portant Bufinels prevent it not. To return tothe Point 
Reafon is the moft excellent and leading Faculty of the 
Human Mind, and ‘tis of vaft Moment to fecure and 
improve it. Men fhould be cautious how they indulge 
their Melancholy, and engage their Affeétions; the 
Deicent is ealy, but ’tis difficult to recover one’s Ground 
and difentangle one’s felf with Advantage: Thoufands 
have mifcarry’d in che Enterprize, and few have made 
their Retreat without Lofs, 

There are few that hold their Opinions by Argu- 
ments, and dry Reafonings, but by Congruity te the 
Underftanding, and confequently by Relifh in the 
Affeétions; fo that feldom any ching cures our intelleétu- 
al Difeafes throughly, but what changes thefe. This 
dare affirm, that the tree, experimental Philofophy will 
do to Purpofe, by giving the Mind another Tin@ture, 
and introducing a jounder Habit, which by Degrees 
will at laft abiolutely repel all the little Malignicies, and 
fettle itin a firong and Manly Temperament, that will 
oer and caft out idle Dotages, and effeminate Mad- 
nefs. 

The Truth is, This World is a vey Bedlam, and he 
that would cure Madmen, muft not attempt by reafon- 
ing, or endeavour to fhew the Abfurdity of their Con- 
ceits; but fuch a Courfe muft be taken, as may reftore 
the Mind toa right Crafs, and that when ’cis eff:éted, 
will reduce and reétify the Extravagances of the diftem- 
per'd Brain, which Difputes and Oppoficions will but 
enflame and make worfe. Thus for Inftance, when 
frantick Perfons are fond of Feathers, and mightily 
taken with the Employment of picking Straws, ’twould 
fignify-very little to reprefent to them the Vanity of the 
Objetts of their Delights, and when the Melinckolide 
was afraid to fic down, for Fear of being broken, fup- 
pofing himfelf made of Glafs, it had been tolittJe Pur- 
pofe to have declar’d to him the Ridiculoufnels of his 
Fears; the Dilpofition ef the Head was to be alter’d, 
before the particular Phrenzy could be cur’d, 

’Tis too evident how juft this is in the Application to 
the prefent Age: Superftitious Fondnefs and Fears area 
real Degree of Madnefs. And tho’ [ cannot fay that 


Philofophy muft be the only Catholick Way of Cure,

And when we caft our Eyes abroad into the wide 
World, we fee that thofe glorious Things are no more 
than what hath been done by the extatick Priefts of the |

Perfons of all Sorts: And we fee daily to what Degrees 
of Elevation and Madnefs Excefs of drinking, will heigh- 
ten the Brain, making fome witty, nimble, and elo- 
quent, much beyond the ordinary Sizé of their Partsand 
Ingenuity, and enclining others to be hugely devout, | 
who ufually have no great Senfe of Religion ; as I knew | 
one who would pray rapturoufly when he was drunk, 
but at other Times was a moping Sot, and could {carce 
{peak Senfe, 

Thus alfo fome Kinds of Madnefi, Difeafes, Acci- 
dents, Peculiarities of Temper, and other natural Things 
that heat the Brain, fill Men with high, forprizing Con- 
ceits about Religion, and furnifh them with fervid De- 
Vvotion, great Readinels of Expreffion, and unexpeéted 
Applications of Scripture to their crafy Conceits: I fay, 
the experimental Philofophy of our Natures informs ws 
that all this is common in Alicnations, and Singularities
